I.orin P. Waldo, of Connecticut. The Commissioner is
charged with the exa nination and adjudication of all claims
arising under the vai ous and numerous laws passed by Con¬
gress granting bounty land or pensions for military or naval
services in the revolutionary and subsequent wars in which
(he United Status have been engaged. He has one chief
Herk, (H, Cole, esq.,) and a permanent corps consist¬
ing of some seventy other clerks, to which Congress, to
enable him to meet the extraordinary requirements of the
new bounty-land law, has added a Urn porary force of about
fifty clerkships of different denominations.

3d. Indian*..Commissioner of Indian Affairs, Hon. GeorgeW. Manvpenny, of Ohio. He is provided with a chief
clerk an3 about fifteen other subordinate clerk*.

4th. Patent Office..To this bureau is committed the
execution and performance of all "act* and thing* touching
and respecting the granting and issuing of patents for new
and nseful discoveries, inventions, and improvements j" the
collection of statistics relating to agriculture ; the col¬
lection aud distribution of needs, plants, and cuttings. It
lias a chief clerk.who i* by law (as at the present time) the
Acting Commissioner of Patents tn the absence of the Com¬
missioner.ten principal and ten assistant examiners of pat¬
ents, besides some dozen other subordinate permanent clerks.

lieside* these four principal branches of this new executive
department, the organic act of 184'J transferred to it from
the Treasury Department the supervision of tho accounts of
the United States marshals and attorneys, and the clerks of
the United States courts; the management of the lead aud
other mines of the United State*, and tho affairs of the peni¬
tentiary of the United States in the District of Columbia:'
and from the State Department the duty of taking and're-
turning the censuses of the United States, and of supervis¬
ing and directing the acta of the Commissioner of I'ublio
Muildings. Hy recent acts of Congress, also, the hospital for
the insane of the army and navy and of the District ot Colum¬
bia is under the management of this department; and by as¬

signment. from the President, it has added to its long list of
duties the survey and demarcation of the unsettled boundary
linos between the State* and Territories and bordering na-
tions.
